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Cadet Nurses 

The Sonoma County College of Nursing was established in July of 1942 
and is jointly organized with the Santa Rosa Junior College. The teaching 
staff is composed of the Sonoma County faculty, Junior College faculty, and 
several visiting and resident physicians. The Director of the School of 
Nursing is Miss Edna Behrens, who is Superintendent of Nurses and Presi¬ 
dent of the California State Nurses’ Association. Miss Mary Dodd Giles is 
the Educational Director. 

New classes are started every six months with the number of students 
being carefully chosen. The College of Nursing has organized its own 
student body and government. The president is June Leveroni; vice-presi¬ 
dent, Nell Winters; and secretary, Elva Soldate. The course of training is 
three years and is completed entirely at the Sonoma County Hospital. The 
curriculum is approved by state board requirement, this school being the 
only accredited school north of the bay region. 

The United States Cadet Corps was organized during current World War 
IE Student nurses receive financial aid: that is, they receive training and 
living expenses plus a monthly amount. They wear an attractive uniform. 
In return for these benefits, they agree to make their services available 
throughout the war in military or other Federal or essential civilian nursing 
services. 

The Sonoma County College of Nursing was one of the first to be ac¬ 
cepted by the Public Health Department on the West Coast. The first stu¬ 
dents joined in September, 1943, and in December, 1944, will leave for the 
Senior Cadet period in their chosen hospitals.

ASTAR Unit 


The Army Specialized Training and Reassignment Unit was organized on 
the Santa Rosa Junior College campus August 16, 1943, under the head of 
Commanding Officer Major Cox. The first group of men were reassigned, 
classified, and established in engineering, pre-medical or language classes. 
Men are constantly going and coming as the average training time runs 
from three days to three weeks. Besides the trainees, there are permanently 
stationed here a group of officers, a civilian and soldier office staff, and a 
group of army teachers.

Originally the Santa Rosa Junior College at Ely was a Civil Pilot Train¬ 
ing on our own campus. In 1939, flight courses were started at this Junior 
College with an enrollment of twenty men. Ground work was given in the 
classrooms, and the flying took place at the local airport. With the bomb¬ 
ing of Pearl Harbor, it was necessary for the flight school to be moved 
inland. Ely, Nevada, was selected for the field, and as soon as its three 
runways could be completed and classroom facilities obtained, forty elemen¬ 
tary and twenty secondary students with their instructors were transfered 
to their new training grounds. 

In January, 1943, the Navy War Training Service Program was started, 
Santa Rosa Junior College at Ely being one of the seventy-three schools 
chosen for the work. On April 15 the school became entirely under naval 
control. However, complete operation of the field was left to Santa Rosa 
Junior College, under the direction of Egbert B. Clark, former Dean of Men 
here, who acts as Service Co-ordinator. 

While at the field the men are instructed in the operation of Piper Cubs. 
Santa Rosa Junior College is responsible for all ground school work which 
includes classes in: navigation, aviology, meteorology, communications, air¬ 
craft familiarization, study of engines, and recognition of aircraft and ships. 
Also it has the responsibility of all housing, messing, and transportation, 
while discipline is left to the Navy. 

The capacity of the field is from forty to one hundred and sixty men. Post¬ 
war plans of the school include a return to Santa Rosa and extension of the 
program.
